The above quotation ia from ■ bulletin of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Portland, Ore. It ia a true statement of facts and the 
business men of Maysville are. or ought to be. interested in it. 

The business men of every community and their city authorities 
shotdd cooperate in protecting the taxpayinK business man from tin- 
non-resident whose only interest is to drain money out of the coin 
miinity and deprive home worker* of their livelihood. This is a 
business matter — not politics. 

In the larger affairs of the nation, it is just as important that 
ehainbers of commerce co operate with national authorities in pro 
teeting American business men from the non-resident who seeks 10 
sell here the goods produced by foreign workers, thus draining our 
country and deprhing our working people of a corresponding amount 
of profitable employment. 

We see no distinction. If a city peddler s license is defensible, so 
is u national protective tariff. If national free trade is n sound eco 
nomic policy, then we should repeal every law that imposes a Mmmu 
on peddlers . If our policy is to be - buy where you can buy the 
cheapest. "* let the foreign producers M ud itinerant merchants be 
given a cordial welcome. If chambers of commerce are to be en 
listed in the fight against Americans who wish to go into neighbor-inn 
states to sell their wares, let them also enlist in the (iglit against 
citizens of foreign nations win would come here and undersell our 
home producers.

THE COST OF SHOES 

There are reports from shoe nianufact tiring c enters that owing to 
high cost of leather and labor, further advances in shoes are likely. 
If so, this is a pretty serious item in the cost of living. 

In tho family with a growing family of children to support, the she- 
cost sometimes seems more than the clothing cost. Children are abso- 
lutely heedless, and they never stop to think of the effect of went her 
or play on their loot wear. A (food active boy often wears through a 
pair of shoes in a month or two. In the ease of grown tips, the 
pair of shoea that one used to pay |8 for seem to cost about .+4 now. 
and the price is likely enough to go higher. 

It is all a part of the conditions created by the decline of the 
live stock industries. The same causes have boosted sky high the 
prices of meat. With the population of the Tinted States incrensinn 
and the number of cattle decreasing, it is easy to see why hides, 
leather and beef alike arc held at fancy prices, 

When the prices of shoes go up, the tendency of many people is to 
buy cheaper goods. This means that they buy upper leather cut down 
into the flanks where the texture is loose sliiupsy. Shoes of this 
kind wear but a short tiiuo and the most costly kind. If a man 
can't afford to wear a shoe cut from leather near the buckboue. who 
the texture is tirm and closely knit, he should buy a heavier shoe, in 
which the material is thick enough to offer some resistance. 

This is a period when people who live and work indoors have ten 
der feet, and they call for soft shoes. Our fathers and mothers used 
to wear heavy shoes and felt comfortable in them. About the ottlj 
choice that is economical today is between a solid and heavy shot 
that has body enough to wear, and a light shoe from the tine part of 
the leather that coats high but has a tirm and enduring texture.

'larrnrd county during the year 1915

OLDEST HOUSE IN OHIO 



Report Iff Head By Waldo Hiihnek 
of Ihe West I ..I,.-, Mehm.l«. 




The oldest house in Ohio Is to- 
cated In Adama county on a high bluff 
overlooking the Ohio river, about four 
miles above Mancheatcr General Mas- 
ale, the founder of Banchester, visit- 
ed this place in 1791, and waa so 
charmed with It that he proceeded to 
locate It aa hla own, and built a 
cabin of buckeye logs, calling It Buck- 
eyo Station. 

Several yeara later he proceeded 
to erect a large frame house, then a 
very great undertaking The hoarde 
were sawed by hand, with whlpsaws 
and every nail In It waa made hy hand 
on an anvil. The house Is only one 
story high, but has two very large 
chlmneya, one single and one double 
The house faces Ihe aouth with a side- 
front to the east. 

Two f. ..mis of thla house face the 
cast and between them is the great 
double chimney. To the west la a 
wing with a hall and one large room 
with the other stone chimney at the 
west end. 

The bouse Is still standing and Is 
occupied at the present time by Mr 
Jesse Baldwin

Dear Friends: 

It has hsjssj some time since I heard 
from auy of you, but I am going to 
give you a report of what I am doing 
anyway. My chief business, as yet, 
Is studying the language, at which I 
put in rrom two to four hours a day 
with my private teacher. Resides this, 
I teach thrve hours of Kuglish, one 
hour of singing and one of sewing in 
the girls' school every week. I have 
le:irned to love the Chinese girls as 
much as I used to love tho American 
rls when I taught them They arc 
so conscientious in their work. They 
have so little done for them in their 
homes that they certainly appreciate 
anything we can teach them, and are 
so anxious to learn. 

Since we came home from the moun- 
tains I have received fifty guests and 
made thirty-seven calls. Last week I 
entertained two of the highest class 
women to a foreign tea. They seemed 
to enjoy It very much. I felt some- 
whut like a showman though, for they 
asked me so many questions about our 
things and customs. One of the things 
that appealed to them most was a 
patchwork quilt, the like or which 
they had never seen. I offered to 
teach them to crochet, which seemed 
to pleased them very much, but it re- 
mains to be seen whether they were 
interested enough to do It. 

I have also entertained tho older 
school girls and helped Mr. Buck in 
his entertaining. I have not been able 
to do as much as I would have liked 
to do. for we had to move . The 
llalnls returned from their furlough 
und we had to take some rooms in me 
hospital, for we have no home pro- 
vided for us yet. The rooms here are 
very comfortable, but the idea of liv- 
ing in a hospital Is rather sickening. 

We expect to have our furlough nent 
><ar. and then I hope we can get bet- 
ter acquainted. Mr. Duck's furlough 
was due this year, but he remained 
ever a year so I could get a better 
hold on the language- 
It is getting to be such a comfort 
since I can understand some of what 
they say to me. You have no idea 
how dull one feels to have people talk 
to them when they can not understand, 
or perhaps guess at what they are say- 
ing snd say "yes" when they should 
say "no."

During that stormy period In the 
history of this country, Immediately 
preceding the adoption of the Declar- 
ation of Independence, many great 
thinkers and powerful leaders of pub- 
lic sentiment were discovered. Pat- 
rick Henry, Samuel Adams, Oeorge 
Washington. Benjamin Franklin and 
Thomas Jefferson and many others, 
proved their ability to grasp great 
problems as only great statesmen do 

The acts of oppression, committed 
against them by their sovereign, had 
been submitted to until submission 
became unbenrablo. 

Patrick Henry, that fiery. Impul- 
sive Virginian, upon one occasion of 
evident tyranny, cried: "I know not 
what course other may take; but as 
for me, give me liberty or give me 
death." 

So, when Thomas Jefferson was 
delegated to draft a Declaration of 
Independence, he merely voiced the 
sentiments of his countrymen, in an- 
nouncing the self-evident truth, ap- 
plicable to all mankind— "All men are 
created equal, endowed by their Cre- 
ator with certain Inalienable rights, 
among the life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness." That to secure 
these rights governments are insti- 
tuted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned. 

How Thomas Jefferson and his fel- 
low statesmen would repudiate the 
narrow, arbitrary interpretation of 
these high ideals, entertained by cer- 
tain people today. 

Think you Thomas Jefferson or Pat- 
rick Henry were so self-inflated as to 
believe that their wives and mothers 
were not as eager for liberty as them- 
selves? Does patriotism depend upon 
sex! 

Soon after the signing of tho Dec- 
laration of Independence the various 
states adopted constitutions, good, 
though not perfect. Some deflcienccs 
were discovered requiring changes and 
remodeling, until at the present time, 
most of them, entirely discarded, have 
been superseded by new constitutions 
adapted to modern conditions. Several 
which at the beginning, limited the 
right of suffrage to "property holders,' 
others to "taxpayers" alone, and still 
other having "religious qualifications" 
have happily outgrown such undemo- 
cratic principles. But stay! There 
yet remains 45,000.000 intelligent cit- 
izens of this fair republic who have 
never i permitted any voice what- 
ever In the government which makes 
the laws to rule them. Is this dem- 
ocracy? 

Forty-five million citizens are still 
deprived of this inalienable right 
vouchsafed to them by those liberty- 
loving builders of this government, 
and are compelled to associate with 
the Imbeciles ami criminals in Amer- 
ica's great trial of voteless people. 

Though a long and bloody war 
proved the injustice and failure of the 
principle of "taxation without repre- 
sentation," 45,000,000 taxpayers have 
no representation whatever, save that 
oft-quoted "Indirect method" of in- 
fluencing their voting friends. 

The futility of this method waa 
proven in 1!H4, when a committee of 
ladies representing their sisters of 
Kentucky, modestly requested Ken- 
tucky's legislators to put the question 
of a suffrage amendment before the 
people to be voted upoti. The con- 
temptuous manner in which their re- 
quest was refused proved the weak- 
ness of such a method, besides plac- 
ing a reproach upon Kentucky's boast- 
ed chivalry and upon the Democratic 
party In Kentucky that can not soon 
be forgotten. But let us hope that the 
Legislature of lt»l« will have a better 
record. 

Our national constitution laid down 
the general principles of our govern- 
ment, but the details had necessarily 
to be disposed of by new laws and by 
amendments. Only when a strong 
need was felt have the people deemed 
it uecessary to make any change. As 
Thoinua Jefferson so ably words it, 
"Mankind are more disposed to 
while evils are sufferable. than 
right themselves by al 
forms to which they have 
customed." However, politics and the 
passing eveuts have had their effect 
upou the minds of the people and 
changes must come Our constitution 
has been amended several times when 
•missions hsve been diseov 
One which aroused much dis- 
cussion aud worse, waa the 
Auicudment. stating that "the right ot 
cltlsens of the I nlted 
shall not be denied or abridged by the 
I'ultud States or by auy state on ao< 
1 count of race, color, or previous con 
.dltion of servitude

color" should be Inserted the word 
"sex," thus brlging to the problem of 
the nation's housekeeping, man's wil- 
ling companion, helpmeet and equal 
"The right of citizens to vote!" 
What does it mean? Who is a cltlxen 
of the I'nlted 8tates? 

Von will find the answer to the 
last question In the Fourteenth 
Amendment. "All persons, born or 
naturalized. In the I'nlted States and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the I'nlted States and of 
the states In which they reside." Is 
a woman a "persons?" Is she not 
either born at naturalized in the 
f'nited States? Is she not subject to 
the Jurisdiction thereof? 

The remark Is frequently heard, 
"I do not wish the woman 1 love to 
dabble in the dirty mire of politics." 

If politics Is a filthy mire, pray 
whose slatternly housekeeping has 
made it so? Do women prefer hus- 
bands besmirched with It? Surely 
not. I>'t me tell you what they pre- 
fer. When conditions are not what 
they should be they desire to prove 
themselves the true helpmeets and to 
help their husband clean up whatever 
offends them and to work alongside 
with them to perfect the affairs of the 
nation. 

Man admits his inability to keep his 
country in order when he describes 
its management, the highest privilege 
which it bestows upon him, as "filthy.' 

What real woman wants to Btand 
upon a pedestal anyhow and to be 
"protected" from the cares of modern 
progress? Sho desires, rather, to help 
to do the things Hint are worth while, 
to share this short life with her 
"equals -mind yon. "equals." not "in- 
feriors'" nor "superiors." 

Itecause a man follows the mercan- 
tile business, does it follow that he 
may not read and think over the issues 
of the day, and, once a year record 
by the ballot his opinions of their so- 
lution? Must a blacksmith speak or 
think of nothing but his forge? Is he 
any less successful in his labors be- 
cause he walks to the polls occasion- 
ally and states his wishes about the 
laws which are to govern him? 

It is hard to understand how any 
inc. renly desiring our nation to rise 
to the greatest height of freedom, can 
wish to postpone the entrance of wo- 
man into political life How can we 
afford to leave out sny element of 
power, especially one which is admit- 
ted to represent the finer, nobler and 
more relined side of humanity. 

In the crisis which the world is fac- 
ing today, the conflict of nations, the 
injustice of the present system Is most 
clearly brought to light. The sex 
which has borne the children, reared 
and cared for them, is completely ig- 
nored aud driven before the whirl- 
wind of war, as the chaff is blown be- 
fore the storm. The sons, dearer to 
her than life itself, are snatched from 
her protecting arms to feed the mon- 
ster. « 

All that the women may do Is to 
organize themselves Into peace 
league*, composed, thank liod, of wo- 
men from nearly every nation under 
the sun. and to protest against such 
tyranny. 

Perhaps this is the lesson which our 
lleuvenly Father has for humanity, in 
this upheaval. Perhaps He wishes 
mankind to understand that all the 
Oner, better elements of humanity 
must be considered, as well as a com- 
plete living tolerance with each oth- 
or's shortcomings, before the highest, 
most (lerfect form of democracy can 
exist upon earth. So long as the 
gentler sex Is ignored, while coarse 
criminals are allowed to precede her, 
such results as we see following 
Kaiser Wllhelm s attempts to rule wo- 
man's sphere and to arbitrarily limit 
woman's sphere to the "three Ks." 
may be exported. 

Those who are already sharing the 
great privileges of our blessed coun- 
try should be glad to share them with 
others. Let us each, then, strive to 
aid tin- progress of our naliun toward 
that coming day when she will be an 
example for all the world of liberty, 
freedom and justice, administrated 
with the consent of the governed, the 
day of complete prohibition of all evils 
which degrade aud
